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This decision is in response to applicants' "Application for Patent Term Adjustment Under 37 
CFR 1.705 filed Feb. 9, 2007recjuesting that the Office adjust the Patent Term Adjustment from a 
determination at the time of the issuance of the patent from eighty-three(83) days to one hundred 
and twenty three-days (123) days. 

The applicants' request for an adjustment is GRANTED. The Office will sua sponte issue a 
certificate of correction making the adjustment change from eighty-three (83) days to (123) days. 
The Office will also change the PAIR determination to be consistent with this decision. 

The applicants contest the reduction of patent term of forty (40) days after the mailing of the 
notice of allowance for the submission of an IDS. Applicants argue that the IDS was in fact 
submitted on June 28, 2004 and October 15, 2004, poor to the mail date of the notice of 
allowances. 

Applicants arguments are persuasive. Applicants did not file an IDS after the mail date of the 
notice of allowance. Accordingly, the 40 day reduction after the mail date of the notice of 
allowance is in error. Applicant submitted an amendment pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .3 12 on 
September 29, 2006 that was responded to by the USPTO on November 2, 2006, a thirty-five day 
delay. Accordingly, the Office delayed 158 days pursuant to 37 CFR 1.702(a)(1) and applicants 
delayed 35 days under 37 CFR 1.704(c)(10). Overall, the correct amount otPTA at the time of 
the mailing of the issuance of the patent is 123 days. 

Applicants have submitted the $200.00 fee. No additional fees are required to determined the, 
application for patent term adjustment. ^ 

After the mailing of this decision, the Office will forward this application to the Certificate of 
Correction branch for a prompt issuance of the certificate of correction.
